TOKYO, Saturday (UP1) — North Vietnam said 


today it will release three American pilots being held as 
prisoners of war. 


It said they will be turned over to "a U.S. social or- 


ganization animated.with good will and a desire to bring 
about an early end to the U.S. war in Vietnam," but did 
not elaborate. 


The names ot the pilots broadcast by the Vietnam 


News Agency monitored in Tokyo were: 


-Markham Ligon'Gartley, Lt. (j.g.) USN, service 


number 703,644, born May 16, 1944, in Kentucky, cap- 
tured Aug. 17, 1968, in Nghe An. 


— Norris Alphonzo Charles, Lt. (j.g.), USN, service 


number 755,256, born Aug. 4, 1945, in Florida, captured 
Dec. 30, 1971, Ha Ting. 


— Edward Knight Elias, Major, USAF, service num- 


ber 429,649,169 FR, born Jan. 16, 1938, in Arkansas, cap- 
tured April 20, 1972, Quang Binh. 


The 'announcement was made in a North Vietnamese 


Foreign Ministry statement. 


The statement said: 
"Pursuant to the humane and lenient policy of the 


government of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam, the 
general political department of the Vietnam People's 
Army has decided to release, on the occasion of the na- 
tional day, Sept 2, 1972," the three American pilots cap- 
tured in North Vietnam. 


North Vietnam is celebrating the anniversary of its 


declaration of independence. 


The statement, however, did not say when the pilots 


arc expected to arrive in the United States or where 
they would be released. 


The broadcast said it was the second such release of 


U.S. prisoners of war by the North Vietnamese. It said 
"a number of U.S. pilots captured in North Vietnam" 
were released in 1968. 


In Greenville, Me. the father of Markham Garley 


shouted, "That's my boy!" when told by telephone his 
son's name was on the list. 


Gerald A. Garley said he had not heard from his son 


since he received a letter written in June and delivered 
recently by former Atty. Gen. Hamsey Clark, who visit- 
ed Hanoi. 


"It's too good to be true, just too good to be true," 


Gartley said. 


The North Vietnamese announcement followed a re- 


port by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., that he had 
received information of a pending release of prisoners. 


Kennedy's office in Washington said information re- 


ceived through informal channels indicated the release 
would take place on a forthcoming Vietnamese holiday.'. 
Today is the anniversary of the founding of the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Vietnam by Ho Chi Minn. 


A State Department official said the U.S. govern- 


ment had no confirmation or independent information of 
any kind concerning the report, which was given it by 
Kennedy's office Friday afternoon. 


"It goes without saying that we hope it is true," the 


official said. 


There have been three previous releases of U.S. pris- 


oners by North Vietnam — two groups of three men 
each during 1968 and a group of three men in August 
1969. 


In each case the men were released in custody of 


some private U.S. antiwar group and flown out of South- 
east Asia through Vientiane, Laos. 


There were 866 Americans listed as captured or 


missing in North Vietnam as of early August, with 413 of 
them known to have been captured. This list has length- 
ened somewhat in the past month due to aircraft losses 
in bombing raids over the North. 


Kennedy, who was vacationing in Hyannis Port, 


Mass., Friday and did not directly handle release of the 
information to the press, has been in touch with North 
Vietnamese officials for some years in his official capac- 
ity as chairman of the Senate subcommittee on refugees. 


The aide said the channel through which the word 


came included informal connections in Paris, where 
North Vietnam maintains a delegation to the peace 
talks. There also are" representatives of several U.S. 
peace groups there who have been instrumental in the 
past in relaying new lists of PW names from Hanoi. 


Kennedy himself lias passed on to the government 


several lists of PW names made availalba to him 
through his Paris contacts. He also has been a conduit; 
for mail from PWs to their families. 


Bomb rips crowded | L.B. jobless

said at the 


Blue Bird cafe. Shortly af- 
ter the explosion rocked 
(he club, police issued a 
general alarm call for all 
available 
police, 
ambu- 


lances 
and fire fighting 


equipment. 


Customers toid a Mon- 


treal radio station that the 
rear door of the nightclub 
had been bolted shut, pre- 
venting escape from the 
inferno. 


Shortly 
after midnight 


the fire was still out of 
control on the second floor 
of the three-story building. 


Police said .three sus- 


pects had been picked up 
about 40 minutes after the 
blast. "All we can say at 
the moment is that some 
kind of explosive 
device 


went off in the club," a po- 
lice .official said. 


"We are still bringing 


bodies out of the debris in- 
side," said a fireman, his 
face covered by ashes. A 
fleet "ot ambulances num- 
bering 15 to 20 rushed to 
the building. 


Montreal's Royal Victo- 


ria Hospital reported re- 
ceiving between 30 and 40 
of the injured. Police said 
they feared up to 10 per- 
sons had- perished in the 
explosion 
and 
resulting 


blaze.

Trudeau said he would stand on the 


achievements of his party and hesitated 
to predicl Ihe outcome of Ihe elections. 
The prime minister was elected lo a 
five-year' term and could have served 
witliout new elections until next July, but 
it has become traditional in the Canadian 
government, which is modeled after Ihe 
British system, lo call elections every 
four years. 


B.C. clock strike ended 


'OTTAWA — Tlie government's emer- 


gency, legislation to end Ihe British Col- 
umbia dock strike became a law Friday 
following debate in the House of Com- 
mons and Senate. Longshoremen were 
expected to begin working their "normal 
hours" at once.

WASHINGTON - 
Selective Service 


System officials Friday sel draft lottery 
No. 95 as the highest to be called this 
year. They said this ceiling "assures al- 
most three-fourths of the men who faced 
induction during 1972 thai they will not 
be called this year." Adding fresh indica- 
tions the draft may actually end wilh the 
December call-up, rather than continue 
through June, the Selective Service an- 
nouncement said about 15,900 men with 
lottery numbers from 76 to 95 will be 
called during October, November and 
December. 


Any men holding numbers up to 9o 


who become available for induction after 
mid-November, when the December no- 
tices will be mailed out, would remain 
liable for the first three months of .1973 
only "should there be cause during that 
period," the announcement said. Mon- 
day, President Nixon and Defense Secre- 
tary Tvlelvin Laird said "every effort will 
be made to minimize draft calls, if not 
avoid thein entirely, between January 
and July 1973." The draft expires June 
30; the deadline set by Nixon for achiev- 
ing an all-volunleer force. Already Ihe 
President has ruled out sending draftees 
to Vietnam, saying only volunteers are 
needed to maintain the dwindling U.S. 
ground forces there.

NEW YORK — A TWA jet carrying 


336 passengers and a crew of 18 was 
evacuated at Kennedy Airport Friday 
night when Ihe crew noliced smoke in a 
right-side landing g e a r , an airlines 
spokesman said. At least eight persons 
were taken to a Jamaica hospital with in- 
juries believed suffered as they slid down 
emergency chutes.

There Is an air of con-

Apart from being the 


headquarters of Lo Hsing- 
harn, who is said to be the 
opium king of Asia, Tachi- 
lek is also a major smug- 
gling center. Goods from 
Thailand come in for sale 
in the flourisliing Burmese 
black market, which feeds 
on the shortages of Bur- 
ma's nationalized econo- 
my.

POLICING of the border

tlie seven million vehicles in smog plagued Southern Cal- 
ifornia should be 'ordered to immediately convert to 
clean-burning propane or natural gas lias concluded tliat 
Hie idea is impractical, a.report showed Friday.

nor is there a sufficient distribution network. 


Further study wirs promised, however, on the possi- 


bility of converting all government and privately owned 
fleet vehicles which state officials say account for about 
one-tliird of Ihtf area's vehicle traffic. 


The California Air Resources Board submitted its re- 


port to Gov. Reagan Thursday, based on studies by the 
ARB' staff and evidence taken during two days of hear- 
ings in Los Angeles Aug. 17 and 18. 


'Reagan, under heavy pressure from officials and 


legislators .from .tlie South Coast Air Basin, had asked 
life board to report to him on the feasibility of the mass 
conversion. Under the plan, all vehicles would either 
have to stop burning gasoline or get off the road. 


The South Coast Air Basin reaches ;from Santa Bar- 


bara to northern San Diego County and includes about 
half the state's cars and population. 


The Gity of Riverside had specifically asked Reagan 


to declare a state of emergency in the area and to order 
tlie mass conversion. But Reagan replied he had no legal- 
power to do that. Instead, he asked the ABB to prepare 
a report which could be used as the basis for proposed

The tops of the bulbs should appear above the 
ground. 


The symptoms of fungus infestation iii a blade lawn 


are distinct from those indicating moth worm. Ir- 
regular brown patches suggest the presence of 
lawn moth worm, if there are wisps or patches 
of green lawn within the brown. Use a stomach- 
type spray for this condition. A fungus spray is 
used when the areas are completely brown or 
dead.

suckers 
from 
the 


plants. He explained if you 
cut it off it develops more 
secondary growths later. 


The 
other 
sucker-like 


growth is not such, if it 
grows from the bud union 
m- from the lower portion 
of one 
of the old, thick 


canes that has many sec- 
ondary 
branches. 
Such 


new desirable growths are 
called basal canes. 


THESE BASAL canes re- 


place an equal number of 
o l d e s t 
many branched 


canes when the roses are 
pruned during the winter 
season.

Nixon or McGovern, the victor 
'must tackle jobless problem' 


NEW YORK W—Regardless of who wins the, presi- 


dential election, the issue of unemployment must of ne- 
cessity be tackled all over again on an attempl lo sepa- 
rate fantasy from reality. 


Year after year, thousands of scholars, government 


officials and others spend millions of dollars trying lo 
figure out how to maintain the labor force at maximum 
employment in a stable economy. 


In mockery of their efforts, not only do the old ques- 


tions seem to grow more involved, but the new ones 
seem so basic as to cast doubts on whal previously was 
accepted as truth. 


Still unanswered, for example, are these basic ques- 


tions: 


—Is it really possible, considering the political con- 


text in which the jobless question invariably is exam- 
ined, to maintain full employment simultaneously with a 
stable economy? 
.'.''' 


—What constitutes full employment? Is il four per 


cent unemployed, as we now claim? Or should it bo 
nearer three per cent, as some officials claimed during 
the Johnson administration? 


—Who is to be regarded as unemployed? 
The federal government answers the final question 


by counting as jobless all those who attempted to find 
jobs during the month previous lo its survey, or who 
were waiting to report for work or who were temporari- 
ly laid off. 


But there is little unanimity aboul that definition. 


Quile the contrary. And while disagreement grows, so 
also grow the jobless-related problems of high taxes, ur- 
ban decay, discord ... 


To illustrate the polarity of thinking, consider thesa 


two viewpoints, each widely held and easily recogniza- 
ble, aboul the same situation. 


First, that of two New York professors, William 


Abraham and A. J. Jaffee, who claim that the jobless fig- 
ures released each month by the govermnenl fail to in- 
clude all those who are really seeking jobs.

The federal statistics, they say, fail to counl the "in- 


active unemployed" or "discouraged worker," who they 
claim is eligible for work bul has ceased to actively seek 
it because of earlier failures.

By their accounting, unemployment in the United 


Stales is more lhan a full percentage point higher than 
Hie official figure, which in recenl months has been 
about 5.5 per cent of Ihe labor force. 


Now consider Ihe view of the National Federation of 


Independent Business, which claims an active member- 
ship of more than 300,000 small- and medium-size busi- 
nessmen. 


The federation claims that, based on continuing sur- 


veys among its members, there is reason to believe thai 
the widely quoted jobless figures overstate the extent of 
(he problem. 


It quotes Ihe owner of a Mississippi cleaning plant 


as writing: 


"As the potential employer of as many as 20 people 


can you see how I feel when I go for months without one 
single application for work? 


"I can call the Stale Employmenl Office and the 


odds are about 10 to 1 lhal they will not send anyone (o 
apply for Ihe job. Most people who can even be comac't- 
ed . . will tell us they have no experience but will not 
take the job as it might interfere with their welfare . . ." 


And it quotes an Ohio business owner as'saying, 


"The percentage of unemployment published is a real 
joke. We have no luck finding dependable chauffeurs at 
?3.75 an hour, guaranteed 40 hours and 52 weeks of 
work."

Industry Week 
Skilled help is hard to find 


Skilled help is becoming harder to find as employers 


gear up for production boosts, Industry Week reports. 


One company facing the problem is a Buffalo area 


machine tool producer. It has begun to offer $25 savings 
bonds as an inducement to employes to bring in new ma- 
chinists, the magazine for managers said. 


Another indicator that machinists hae become scarce 


is the training program conducted by the National Ma- 
chine Tool Builders' Assn. under a Labor Dept. contract. 
In the last six months there has been a dramatic in- 
crease in the number of trainees enrolled. Early this 
year, sponsors of the training program found it neces- 
sary to promote it. Now, they find they can let up on 
promotion because employers are showing an increased 
interest in the program. Many of these employers have 
about exhausted their recall'of people they had laid off. 


The training programs, which range from six to 26 


weeks, include on-tlio-job and classroom instruction. 
They are conducted by individual employers, who re- 
ceive partial reimbursement under federal contracts. 


Labor analysts, however, are reluctant to suggest 


there are any national shortages among skilled workers 
despite shrinking unemployment rates in a number of 
categories. Still, they point out that shortages may exist 
in some areas of the country, particularly for jobs re- 
quiring specific experience, Industry Week reported. 


Tn some cases, the nature of the'job may be a factor 


in the scarcity of people to work at it. For example, 
some people may decide the work is too demanding and 


decline it even though it might pay premium rates, Indus- 
try Week explained. 


A mismatch of work skills and available jobs may 


exist as a result of blue collar workers' unwillingness to 
relocate in another city. Skilled workers tend to be less 
mobile than managers. 


Employers can request their local state employment 


office to refer qualified job candidates in the area, or 
even from other states. Referrals of qualified people are 
made without regard to sex, race, or age. Some employ- 
ers, however, don't want to get involved with govern- 
ment services, the magazine added. 


The U.S. Labor Dept.'s Bureau of Labor Statistics 


reports in seasonally unadjusted figures that employ- 
ment for all experienced workers dropped to 4.7 per cent 
in the second quarter of this year, down from 5.7 per 
cent in the first quarter and 5 per cent a year ago. Un- 
employment among machinists and job setters sank to 
3.4 per cent from 5 per cent a year ago. 


The job'vacancy rate for all of manufacturing has 


been trending steadily upward since January. A job va- 
cancy is an existing vacant job for which an employer is 
actively recruiting on the last day of the month. 


Manufacturing firms, Industry Week said, reported 


127,000 vacancies in May, up from 90,000 in January, In- 
creases were recorded for every month this year except 
June, a month that historically brings a decline because 
of the hiring of graduates and summer replacement 
help.

decreasing the value of 
each individual share. The 
usual reason is to bring 
the stock into a more at- 
tractive price range. 


It John Jones owns 100 


shares of X Corp., worth 
$100 each, and X Corp. de- 
clares a 2-for-l split, Jones 
gives up his old shares and 
gets 200 new ones in re- 
turn. 


ACCORDING to market 


economics each of Jones' 
new shares would be worth 
$50, so he has the same 
$10,000 
investment 
he 


started out with. 


In fact, however, it often 


happens that the value of 


tlie shares increases a bit, 
as new investors are at- 
tracted to the stock at its 
lower price. If tha price 
rises to $51 a share, Jones 
has a ?200 profit. 


The stock split, In effect, 


can function like a divi- 
dend, giving Jones a little 
extra return for his mon- 
ey.

We'll be forced out of busi- 
ness." 


WHETHER. Trainer's 


work does have value will 
have to be determined by 
the people who use his ser- 
vice to evaluate highly-risk 
tax shelters, 
particularly 


oil and gas and cattle of- 
ferings. What's interesting, 
though, is that Trainor 
would like to reduce the 
cost 
of investing in tax 


shelters on a basis that 
would 
provide adequate 


payment for his research 
— the only commodity he 
really cares to sell. Unfor- 
tunately, he cannot do this 
without, in effect, charging 
less than today's minimum 
commission rates for bun- 
dled brokerage services. 


"Typically, here's what 


the 
tax-shelter 
investor 


faces today. He goes to his 
bank trust department, his 
lawyer or accountant for 
advice. I can't speak for 
the lawyer or accountant, 
but the bank trust depart- 
ment fees are likely to 
range between 5 and 7 per 
cent on a $10,000 invest- 
ment. 


"In our experience, the 


banks would then thank us 
for our research and place 
the business wilh a broker 
dealer. We got nothing for 
oiu 
% work apart from the 


goodwill while the broker, 
who did nothing but exe- 
cute the order, got another 
7 per cent. 


"THIS MEANS the cus- 


tomer paid 14 per cent or 
$1,400 on a $10,000 invest- 
ment. 
If 
the customer 


thought about it and said 
Til go directly to my bro- 
ker,' he probably would 
not have the advantage of 
through 
research 
and 


might well buy a plan 
without having any idea of 
its investment potential." 


Trainor, who was with 


Butcher 
and 
Sherrard 


years ago, has since set up 
a broker dealer division of 
his company. He would 
like to charge all custom- 
ers a 4 per cent fee for a 
$10,000 investment with the 
understanding that the bro- 
kerage would go to his 
own division. Thus, after 
paying the 7 per cent to 
the 
bank, 
the 
investor 


would pay a total of only 
81,100 
in 
fees, 
and 
lie 


would still have the benefit 
of the research. 


The only problem is that 


the minimum 
brokerage 


fee cannot be breached. 
Under current National As- 
sociation 
of . Securities 


Dealers rules, you must 
pay the 
full 
commission 


stated in the prospectus 
whether il be 6, 7, 8 or 


even 9 per cent. 


"Righl now we're mak- 


ing our living — we broka 
even about a year ago af- 
ter a year and a half in 
business 
— by supplying 


our research to lawyers, 
and accountants who pay 
us for the service. The 
banks won't pay us and 
can't. 


"The way tile system 


works, banks pay for re- 
search in so-called soft dol- 
lars, This is in the form of 
commission 
business 
to 


brokers. 
In our opinion 


they are not getting the re- 
search 
—we have a full 


time geologist who was 
formerly senior staff geolo- 
gist for Sun Oil Company 


—but they're getting paid 
for it anyway. 


"OUR HOPE is that the 


NASD, which is alarmed 
at the over-all cost to the 
investor 
of 
oil 
drilling 


funds, will let us reduce 
the commissions we would 
receive through our broker 
dealer to 4 per cent. 


"I'm not saying that tha 


investor should come to us. 
He can go to his bank and 
take advantage of our re- 
search or someone else's. 
But we can't go on like 
this indefinitely. We want 
the banks to pay us, and 
like we say, we'll do it 
through brokerage fees to 
our division. We think 4 
per cent is reasonable. The 
few 
bank trust officers 


who are directing business 
to us today provide a 7 pet- 
cent fee for us and that's 
more than we want to 
charge."

.that many of the reverse 
splits we see are indeed 
artificial efforts to get a 
company's stock out of the 
cats-and-dogs price class 
and are basically psychol- 
ogical ploys.

pionship trail for two years now, driving a 
four-year-old Brabham which he has highly 
modified himself and matched with a $35,000 
Ottenhauser engine. A Sports Car Club of 
America national champion in 1965, driving 
an A Production Corvette, Martin graduated 
to Traiis-Am sedan nnd Formula 5,000 be- 
fore obtaining Ins United States Auto Club li- 
cense. 


Gruntz, 2B, holds the title of team manag- 


er, pit coordinator, bookkeeper and jack-of- 
all-lrades. Only one other person, chief me- 
chanic Ted Swiontck, is on the payroll. 


During the non-racing winter months, 


Martin and Gruntz oversee the operation of 
Automotive Technology, Inc., a'high'per- 
formance garage located in a stall adjacent 
to Heath Automotive at 3291 Cherry Ave. in 
Long Beach. "We replace disc brakes and 
give 'high performance tuneups on a profes- 
sional level," says Gruntz. "We try to fi- 
nance our racing this way, but it's tough 
sledding sometimes." 


Although the financial rewards have been 


less than overwhelming, 
self-satisfaction 


has more than made up for it. Martin and 
his rcd-and-whlto No 89 "Unsponsored Spe- 
cial" have competed in four of. the first sev- 
en USAC Championship races this season, 
finishing 16th in the Indianapolis 500 and 
17th in the Schaefer 500 at Pocond, Pa..

gest penny pinchers in the world," laughs 
Martin.'"We work 30 hours a day, stretch a 
dollar five feet and pray a lot.

them. Of course, we'd love to have a blank 
check, toss a lot of money around, but it 
takes time before a legitimate sponsor is 
willing to back you."
